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Cultivating the Soil for Vocations 


HAS been said again and again that 

nurture religious vocations, must pre- 
pare the soil, the Catholic home. Ultimately, 
good homes are the Strongest all means 
used God’s grace calling souls into reli- 
gion. Catholic high school teachers general 
realize the possibilities for developing better 
appreciation home values their pupils. 
Often, however, grade school teachers not 
see how much they can help improving our 
homes. religious vocation the most in- 
tense kind Catholicity. Logically, then, 
putting more Catholicity into the home will 
cause religious vocations germinate. Reli- 
gious life not far removed from family 
life that boy girl contemplating should 
feel utterly strange its presence. 


The Beginning 

What religious practice life- 
work, had practiced also our homes.

the middle grades, the transition 
age, that the lessening respect and rever- 
ence for authority becomes acutely evident. 
Sixth graders! Who has taught them, and has 
not smiled their cocksureness, their bragga- 
docio and swaggering, school and out it! 
Fear punishment longer has the same 
effect deter them from wrongdoing, and 
unless there are ideals draw them good 
the gang age opens the way mischief the 
form destructiveness and complete dis- 
regard social usage. Now the time 
keep the ideals home, father and mother, 
high and bright. Let them know how and why 
one appreciates these things. Challenge them 
use their cumulating energy constructively, 
make life home more pleasant and bene- 
ficial for the whole family. For the 
happy surroundings that they themselves help 
create that children can enjoy the peace 
and contentment that comes from living their 
obedience, purity, and otherworldliness. 
but natural for vocation germinate under 
such circumstances, for, quote Cardinal 
Bellarmine, “This gift (vocation) can 
obtained humble prayer and good life.” 
And good home, because has prayerful 
atmosphere, because has supernatural 
outlook life that sees eternity well 
time, because conduces good life, 
the real soil, the natural basis, vocations.

often happens that with the oncoming 
adolescence, the child loses sight the 
vocational ideal. perhaps that the home 
ideal weakening? true that the awaken- 
ing social sense does make the boy girl 
seek the wide world satisfy his need for 
expansion; yet the center spiritual, social, 
and emotional gravitation should still the 
home. Adolescence the time when, more 
than ever before, loving mother-daughter 
relationship, and companionably father-son 
relationship must idealized, encouraged, 
fostered, and prayed about. Teachers realize 
frequently this invaluable relationship want- 
ing, due parental indifference. Yet even 
such cases boy girl should told that 
father mother has for the information 
puzzles about regarding life and life prob- 
lems. And what comfort would have 
their questions answered and their doubts 
mother! Should these unwilling their 
duty for such clearly the possibility 
seeking help the confessional, the 
teacher’s own willingness answer questions, 
should pointed out.

Why Marion 
self-centered? Why Bill indifferent 
about anything connected with Holy Mother 
Church? And and on. Maybe the answer 
all these questions depends, some ex- 
tent, and not exclusively our pupils. 
Disturbing this thought is, examination 
our deficiencies and faults may help 
understand the true cause our 
culties true cause the lack reli- 
gious fervor many our young people 
why are only mediocre salesmen strong 
and sound character traits. 


What Opportunity! 


Today, vitally important that make 
our pupils appreciate the necessity respect 
for lawful authority. necessity, 
modern industrial age, parents must delegate 
great deal their authority others.

Then wanted know what we, religious 
teachers, help develop this indispensable 
trait virtue. 

course, could have told him teach 
the Fourth Commandment, and try incul- 
cate respect for lawful authority but Cath- 
olic schools have been doing that for cen- 
turies. Why have failed? have, you 
know, because never the history man- 
kind has there been much disregard for 
lawful authority. There are those who say 
because are surrounded the disciples 
might develop inhibitions and reflexes and 
and on; but that the whole reason for the 
wholesale wave juvenile delinquency? 

Somewhere recently read that 
astounding how many people practice publicly 
religion they not believe. suppose 
give unbelievers that impression, and, alas, 
often our students. 


Inconsistency 

emphasizing the child’s duty laid down 
the Fourth Commandment, neglect the 
parents’ duty and our duty delegated 
the parents for certain number hours 
each day. Again say one thing, and 
another. any wonder that people con- 
clude not believe our religion? 

Because humans, general rule, are in- 
veterate imitators, our pupils are puzzled 
when our commands and our actions not 
coincide. 

“Joe, take that gum out your mouth,” 
“Allen, put your gum the wastebasket,” 
“Janet, how often have told you not 
chew gum?” and the child bewildered. 
has seen Sister so-and-so chew gum. True, 
was field day, but saw her. brought 
package once Sister Martin, and she ap- 
preciated it. Also, has seen the pastor chew 
gum. Why can’t he? What’s wrong about it? 
learns hide his gum under his desk 
hold behind his last tooth drop into 
wastebasket when caught with bravado 
that irritates his teacher. And starts 
fresh piece the first opportunity. 

little thing! What has gum with 
virtue anyway? The gum, nothing; unreason- 
able commands, everything, for such com- 
mands will not kept, and thereby de- 
veloped habit disobedience and lack 
respect for lawful authority. Remember the 
eighteenth amendment—our 
ment nationwide basis? failed, hor- 
ribly, leaving generation intemperate 
youngsters, and oldsters, lacking respect 
for legitimate authority—the results 
which are still reaping. 

Then there that when girls began 
wear bobbed hair. Sister seemed 
consider crime about the same status 
intemperate drinking and related vices. The 
pupils were forbidden cut their hair. One 
did, and was expelled. The next September, 
the entire senior class returned school, late 
registration day. All but one had bobbed 
hair. After hurried consultation, they were 
allowed stay, but they must allow their 
hair grow; they couldn’t graduate with 
bobbed hair. But they did. The year before 
that, the struggle was over artificial hair pads.

indifferent things, commands that they will 
not keep, when should teaching them 
love God, many the things 
wish things that will make them more re- 
fined, more but them be- 
cause they love God and His dear Mother, 
not because are unreasonable our wishes 
and have the power force them obey 
for few hours every day. Because 
cannot help himself, does what force 
him now, but coercion not order, not 
character training, not self-discipline, and 
the first possible opportunity, throws off 
all restraint and goes his way satisfying his 
every urge and emotion. Why? Because 
were false our high calling giving un- 
reasonable commands. 


Explain Regulations 


better explain simple language that gum 
itself not inherently bad, but not 
polite chew all places and all times?

But 
blissfully our way, doing what wish, when 
and how wish; then wonder why our 
pupils gain the idea that anything they 
long they are not caught 
Years ago the repertoire successful stock 
company always included “Within the Law,” 
and recently saw announcement its 
revival. Like the heroine that play, 
manage stay “within the law,” but our 
actions are constantly saying: “Anything you 
can get away with all right. not nec- 
essary respect lawful authority. course, 
sooner they wouldn’t find out. must 
keep that the classroom. What they don’t 
know, won’t hurt them.” 


Insubordination 

Then there that matter the bell. 
the novitiate were taught that the 
voice God calling our next duty.

But how often stand 
the school corridor four, five, more min- 
utes after the bell has rung for last word 
with some other member the faculty who 
should also her post. all know the 
endless disorder which results depart- 
mental school when one class detained for 
last-minute assignment causing everyone 
late for the next lesson.

Then there are the times when without 
leave license change our schedule, mak- 
ing our act disobedience more pronounced 
the constant warning, “Try quiet 
possible, won’t heard the next 
room. one must know are. And 
wonder why our pupils are not dependable. 

Occasionally, rare know, find the reli- 
gious who shows facial expression tone 
voice that order received through sub- 
ordinate disagreeable, and this the 
presence students.

Public Transportation Private- 
School Pupils 


Sister Lawrence Wilson, O.S.U.* 


Introduction 

the purpose this study private 
school was defined school under the 
control religious organization, not sup- 
ported public taxes, but subject the 
state laws education relative attendance, 
supervision, and certain required subjects 
the curriculum. There some discussion 
the problem whether not the Catholic 
parochial school today may rightly 
called “private” school. 

Public transportation means the provision 
bus service for pupils who attend school. 
This transportation supplied free the 
child, and the money used for this purpose 
taken from the public taxes. 

Before 1869 transportation children 
and from school was the responsibility 
each family. that year Massachusetts 
passed Act which gave the state the power 
expend public funds for the transportation 
school children. 

1898, the Ohio legislature made legal 
the expenditure public funds for transporta- 
tion children school. the present time 
transportation public school pupils recog- 
nized statute all states except Arizona. 

The transportation pupils private de- 
nominational schools has been the subject 
much controversy and disagreement. Opposi- 
tion granting free transportation private- 
school pupils based primarily the stat- 
utes found the state constitutions which 
money collected from public taxation may not 
expended for private sectarian pur- 
pose.

The 
ten-year period from 1930 1940 witnessed 
remarkable growth the provision 
transportation school children public 
expense. 1930, there were about 42,000 
school buses use the United States and, 
1940, this number had increased 80,- 
000. The operating expenses 1940 were 
about $66,000,000, and Lambert estimated 
that three and half million pupils are car- 
ried and from school every year buses 
provided state local funds. 

study the legal status pupil 
transportation the United States, Ford,? 
1940, gave the present statutory provisions 
made for the transportation school chil- 
dren the states. found that states 
have statutes the present time which give 
authority some designated official pro- 
vide transportation for school children 


public expense. the majority states the 


children must attend public school. the 
two remaining states, Arizona provides trans- 
portation without any 
while Florida, through statutes which regulate 
pupil transportation, grants this service 
school children. 

The results Ford’s investigation show the 
importance pupil transportation the 
United States. All the states place trans- 
portation and from school the category 
essential and necessary items the educa- 
tional program, since all states make provision 
for it, and only two states have not expressly 
sanctioned statute. 

The present status public transportation 
pupils the private schools indicates 
slow movement the part the states 
allow these children participate the 
transportation facilities made available the 
public funds. Most the states make 
statutory provision for children 
and from the private school. the

Statutory Provisions 


The statutes the states permitting for- 
bidding transportation, together with any 
agreement which has been reached between 
the states and the private-school administra- 
tors, will listed and interpreted here. 

California. The State California has the 
following statute governing the transportation 
private-school pupils: 

The governing board any elementary 
secondary school may allow pupils entitled

This statute recognizes not only the right 
parents choose the school which their 
children will educated but also the fulfill- 
ment the compulsory education law 
attendance private school. The conditions 
laid down for participation the transporta- 
tion service are the same those which gov- 
ern the public school child. There one re- 
striction, however. California, where the 
district does not provide school facilities for 
children living the district, and where 
means provided the state for transporta- 
tion pupils another district, the state 
gives certain amount money parents 
help defray the cost educating their chil- 
dren away from home. The state does not 
permit money paid lieu transportation 
school pupils. 

Illinois. makes provision for trans- 
porting children private schools under the 
same conditions those which govern public 
school pupils. The children must live along 
the regular route the public school bus 
meet the bus the points along the route 
where passengers are board the bus. This 
law includes the phrase “without extra 
charge,” which significant since does 
away with any effort the part the local 
district charge fee pupils private 
schools. the present time, one state, Mon- 
tana, does charge such fee. 

Indiana. making provision for transpor- 
tation pupils, the State Indiana has 
statute which specifies that parochial school 
pupils have the right free transportation 
under the same conditions those under 
which provided for public school pupils. 
This law likewise states that money may 
collected from parochial-school for 
the privilege using the public school buses. 

Kansas. The chief conditions under which 
transportation pupils private schools 
Kansas provided are (1) the private school 
must approved the state board edu- 
cation, and (2) the children must live 
along the regular route the bus, meet 
the bus one its regular stops.

The statute 
clear emphasizing “private church 
school” and leaves uncertainty which 
schools may not granted free transporta- 
tion privileges.

Other States. While Nebraska the only 
state having statute forbidding the trans- 
portation private-school pupils public 
expense, other states deny this service the 
basis decisions given the attorney gen- 
eral. Among these states are Ohio, Virginia, 
Iowa, and Idaho. Court decisions have been 
responsible for the refusal free transporta- 
tion private-school pupils the states 
Washington, Oklahoma, Maine, Delaware, 
and Kentucky.

Humor Education 


One the things that are supposed 
learn from G.I. education the use 
humor. have long since learned that 
the saving grace any teacher sense 
humor. Without the teacher neither 
the pupil nor the teacher will happy. 
That, education had learned almost from 
the beginning. 

the broadcast where the subject was 
discussed, the announcer introduced the 
subject with the remark: “As remember 
school days, never saw textbook 
that was entertaining.” But notes “very 
amusing excerpts” from the books given 
G.I. how behave foreign countries. 
The discussion seems accept this point 
view. Remarks representatives 
the armed forces include: “There 
reason why instructional material should 
boring.” Another: “Aren’t there plenty 
civilian training subjects which might 
brightened the text were written 
with very light touch?” Still another 
remark talks about achieving interest and 
vigor the publication presumably 
through humor. 

Lightness touch, interest, vigor are 
not primarily matters humor. Humor 
may help but not primary. The an- 
nouncer apparently has not seen the 
amazing modern textbooks, particularly 
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the elementary school level. Lightness 
touch, interest, vigor, and instruction 
are achieved through understanding the 
child mind and intelligent use lan- 
guage within the child’s grasp stimulate 
his mind increasing his information and 
motivating his thought. 

Though there may some confusion 
regarding humor education— and 
the higher levels education, have 
often seen the abuse humor, so-called 
humor the pleasure and sometimes 
the disgust there was some 
good sense expressed humor educa- 
tion. The two subjects listed the broad- 
cast which humor technique was ap- 
plied was the advice G.I.s how 
behave foreign countries; and the con- 
trast well-trained Navy man doing 
the right things and the not-so-well trained 
men getting themselves into jams do- 
ing the wrong things. This was done 
cartoons. the technique long devel- 
oped “safety campaigns.” 
technique has been used before now 
hygiene textbooks. 

But humor not used for its own sake, 
“must used arouse interest and 
illustrate the thought, just 
funny.” Students often get the “funny 
story” becomes end, but get 
instruction. This significant remark 
made: think have been able get 
enough humor our publications make 
them interesting but not much 
make them comic strips.” 

That indicates the right spirit: the sub- 
means end. has its greatest appeal 
when spontaneous from living per- 
sonality; there danger when stand- 
ardized textbooks instruction ma- 
terial. There danger too conscious 
effort for humor, and there danger that 
humor may not the best technique for 
certain subjects parts subjects. There 
will always the danger that the humor 
does not carry the intellectual coefficient 
instruction. There danger, too, that, 
reflected upon, the essential point 
may destroyed the suggestions 
connotations the story. American text- 
book companies understand well this sub- 
ject, and the more enlightened Amer-

One the outstanding traits children 
trained Religious trait 
often receiving favorable comment from 
other been their good 
manners.

tive development original and distinct. 
There great personal element creative- 
ness, which refreshes and renews the heart 
the individual, for satisfies the need for ex- 
pression deep every human soul. 

Once this creativeness has been discovered 
the child, aware the possibilities 
holds for him, and digs with energy and 
delight bring light more and more, this 
vast treasure hidden the field his heart. 
The more the child works and thinks and in- 
vents possibilities for the unearthing this 
rare treasure, the more rewarded the 
charm his pictures, and the happiness 
experiences constantly making new discov- 
eries with this treasure holds and directs. 

Lost the world about them, children soar 
into the world make-believe, dream their 
castles the air, and unfold them and trans- 
late them through their creativeness, the 
paper before them.

Rt. Rev. Msgr. Patrick McCormick, rector 
the Catholic University America, spoke 
the Church the Air program over the 
November His subject was “The Moral Aspects 
Postwar Problems.” 

Introducing his subject, Msgr. McCormick 
said: 

“In the view religious-minded people who 
are also practical minded, the solution the 
great postwar world problems will demand 
happy combination idealism and realism. For 
the satisfactory settlement such problem 
the peace itself they believe that there must 
adherence the moral principles which their 
religious convictions predicate the only basis 
for just and lasting peace. the same time, 
they realize that man does not live perfect 
world, world ruled idealism, but 
practical world, subject all the weaknesses 
and foibles human nature.” 

the moral requisites for just peace, Msgr. 
McCormick quoted first the five-point plan 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII, given Christmas 
Eve, 1939: 

All nations have the right life and in- 
dependence. 

There must progressive disarmament. 

There must juridical institution 
guarantee the observance treaties and revise 
them when necessary. 

There must justice for national and 
racial minorities. 

There must spirit justice inter- 
national agreements. 

And, keeping with the Papal program, there 
are the seven principles formulated Catholic, 
Jewish, and Protestant leaders October 
1943: 

The moral law must govern the world. 

The rights the individual must 
assured. 

The rights oppressed, weak, colonial 
peoples must protected. 

The rights minorities must secured. 

International institutions maintain peace 
must developed. 

International economic cooperation must 
developed. 

just social order within each state must 
achieved.

McCormick World Reconstruct: Pius XII 
Peace and Reconstruction, book Guido 
Gonella, international lawyer Vatican City. 
English translation this book, sponsored 
the Bishops’ Committee the Pope’s Peace 
Points, was issued recently the Bruce Pub- 
lishing Co., Milwaukee, Wis.

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RACIALISM DISCUSSED 


forum sponsored the alumni association 
the Catholic University America, held, 
November 18, New York City, discussed 
races and racialism. 

Rt. Rev. Msgr. John Cooper, head the 
department anthropology the University, 
defined “race” large group people shar- 
ing distinctive physical characteristics that are 
hereditary. There are, said, three chief races, 
Caucasoid, Mongoloid, and Negroid—but 
“pure” race, today, abstraction rarely found 
actual life, certainly not among any large 
national other unit our Western 
Scientific evidence points strongly the con- 
clusion that all the living races man are 
descended from common ancestors. 

Dr. Regina Flannery Herzfeld, research asso- 
ciate anthropology the University, spoke 
“Racialism and the Rights Persons.” After 
reviewing the tests and research psychologists, 
she said: “We must conclude that cannot 
judge the superiority race its supremacy 
the present moment and that can say 
nothing about what the hierarchy races will 
the future.” 

Dr. Brendan Brown, acting dean the 
law school, traced the development race. Such 
nations Germany and Japan, said, came 
“to have recourse the absolute authority 
race.” Then they began try massacre 
expel all racial minorities. the third stage, 
Germany and Japan began substitute the 
norms racialism for the ideals natural 
law, based reason. 

Race, asserted, temporary stage the 
growth part humanity and, consequently, 
cannot the basis moral right and wrong. 
“The doctrine racialism struck basic prin- 
ciples Christianity. was direct attack. But 
now discredited. The nations which ad- 
vocated are the verge defeat [but 
now] there the possibility that there will 
grave abuses the principles which justifies the 
right and the duty one nation exercise 
measure authority over another because 
the latter’s inability fulfill adequately its 
duties toward civilization. There necessary 
clash between this practice and the principles 
Christianity, provided the facts are honestly and 
fully investigated, and justify it; and provided 
the control exercised does not contravene the 
natural law (i.e.), just, charitable, and operates 
bilaterally for the best spiritual and material 
interests the two nations, particularly the 
protected nation. One the great tasks which 
confronts the nations the future the crea- 
tion fact-finding commissions 
institutions world scope which can apply 
sound moral principles these facts and compel 
action the proper sanctions. The work the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference, held Washing- 
ton last month, was attempt this.”
